render every aid to the state road contractors in this section in 
an effort to Ret rid of vexatious detcurs before the winter sets 
in. 


Mr. Stackpole said his instructions were to allow work to 


continue just as late into the Cull as the weather would possibly 
permit instead of closing down at a fixed date in order to clean 
tip before bad weather as had bteii determined on- He is espec- 
ially interested in having tho Chester Hill road completed, and 
expects that this will be done by Thompson Bros., the contrac- 
tors. He is urging Warren Bros, to complete the stretch of road 
between Woodland arid Bigler and malce it possible to do away 
with the long detours between those points, and as the concrete' 
has been completed to the top,of Albert ihill from,,the Biglei side 
r.rul is well underway from the WoodkriS end up toward Alberts, 
he looks for this piece of road to be ready for travel in a very 
few weeks. 


The road between Hyde and Hogback is also being rushed 


by Contractors Dowler & Anderson and with a month more o! 
jr'ood weather they expect to have the road completed to a point 
when- it will be possible to use the back road to 
Curwcnsvillf 


and thus escape the miserable detours along the river. 


Speaking of the further improvement of the road between 


Grampian and DuBois to cnbrace the Draucker's woods stretch, 
Mr. Stackpole said he had all his surveys and maps finally com-, 
plcted and that the Department would ask for bids on this stretch > 
among the very first of the new work for 1921, and in time that ; 
the successful contractor might be able to start work on same in 
the spring just as soon as the weather will permit. 


The piece from Curwensville to Grampian will also be on the. 


list for early attention during 1921 and the question of deter-; 
mining the best route for the improved road will no doubt be, 
determined or decided upon in time for advertising for bids for 
its construction early in the year. Mr. Stackpole also si.id his de- 
partment had come in for more or less criticism from the unin- 
formed public relative to the matter of keeping up detour roads, 
•mil he would like to have it thoroughly understood that the de- 
tour; incident to state road building were matters purely for 
t.ho consideration of the County Commissioners and the Super- 
visors of the townships wherein located. In this connection he 
.,]so s-vid he felt the County Commissioners and Supervisors in 
the districts mentioned had boon doing the very best thing they 
could under the circumstances. 


Supt Stackpole has accomplished a whole lot tor this sec- 


tion'during the time he has beon in charge of tho district and 
from his plans now underway \s e can expect even better things 
for the future.

CHICAGO, Sept. .",0—A general reduction in food prices was 


predicted today by Soy Westerfield, president of the Retail Gro- 
cers' association, who excepted only butter and eggs from what 
he said would be a steady decline. He said high interests on 
bank loans mad,- price-cutting necessary for producers to move 
their crops. 


Mr. Westerfield .said canned goods now being packed must 


be lowered m price to move them; that coffee- had recently dron- 
peci 10 cents a pound a ad that he, looked for cheaper bread be- 
cause of lower flour prices. 
Fruit was at a minimum, in some 


cases lower than 1914 prices, he said. 


"Although it may me;m loss to some producers and distrib- 


utors, .Mr. Westerfield said, "the nation as a whole will benefit 
and a return to normal conditions will be effected."

He is urging Warren Bros, to complete the stretch of road 
between Woodland arid Bigler and malce it possible to do away 
with the long detours between those points, and as the concrete' 
has been completed to the top,of Albert ihill from,,the Biglei side 
r.rul is well underway from the WoodkriS end up toward Alberts, 
he looks for this piece of road to be ready for travel in a very 
few weeks. 


The road between Hyde and Hogback is also being rushed 


by Contractors Dowler & Anderson and with a month more o! 
jr'ood weather they expect to have the road completed to a point 
when- it will be possible to use the back road to 
Curwcnsvillf 


and thus escape the miserable detours along the river. 


Speaking of the further improvement of the road between 


Grampian and DuBois to cnbrace the Draucker's woods stretch, 
Mr. Stackpole said he had all his surveys and maps finally com-, 
plcted and that the Department would ask for bids on this stretch > 
among the very first of the new work for 1921, and in time that ;

Fisherman's Salad. 


Take two pounds of cooked fisli, one 


pound of boiled potatoes, a QUID tor of 
a IK ad of white cabbnge; reason with 
salt and pepper. After flakm« the fish 
and sluedding the cabbage add caj- 
cnno 
pepper 
to season 
well, one 


pickled beet finely chopped, also two 
cucumberi Mix all together and serve 
with any good salad diessing. 


Potato Salad. 


The best potato salad is made with 


potato* s cooked especially for 
the 


salad and seasoned before they be- 
come cold. 
Boll small sized potatoes 


with their skins on, peel and cut in 
cubes add seasonings of salt and pep- 
per and marinate with a thin dress- 
Ing—either a cooked dressing thinned 


<. 1th cream or a well seasoned Trench 
diessing. Dressing them while warm 
Bends the seasoning through them and 
malii's a much more palatable salad 
Min<ed onion, fresh mustard finely 
minced, a handful of blanched and 
shredded almonds and a cucumber or 
two will make the finest kind of a 
salad, providing the salad dressing is 
n good well seasoned one. Just be- 
fore serving add the thick salad dress- 
Ing and the cucumber unless kept very 
cold will lose its crlspness. 


Simple Tomato Salad. 


Scald and peel perfectly ripe toma- 


toes of uniform size 
Place in a dis>h 


and cover with ice and salt for half 
an hour to chill thoioughly 
Rub a 


salad bowl with the cut side of a clove 
of garlic and arrange the crisp, ten- 
der leaves of the heart of head lettuce 
as a lining to the salad bowl. Ariange 
the tomatoes cut m quarters or if 
small cut In quarters without sepa- 
rating the pieces and pour over a good 
mayonnaise diessing which has been 
seasoned with mincea onion.
